Bruttelt, Aug. 8.—The Germans in attacking Liege have 


uttained a Ion of 20,000 killed, wounded and pritoneri, the 
Belgian war minister announced today. The office issued the 
ollowing official statement today: 


"The German* have lost, according to our estimate, 15,000 


tilled and wounded. Our losses are much smaller. We have 
also taken 5,000 prisoners. 
The report that the Germans 


asked for an armistice of 24 hours is untrue. By mutual con- 
sent both armies suspended operations for two hours last even- 
ng to gather the wounded. No forts have been captured by 
he Germans. The German artillery has caused great damage 
and has killed many non-combatants as well as soldiers. The 
conflict still continue*. 'Hie German artillery resumed their 
assault on the.city this morning in the midst of a terrific storm. 
A heavy rain is falling and swelling the river Meuse and its 
tributaries which will impede the German forces."

EMPEROR SAYS UNITED STATES IS HOSTILE

London, Aug. 8.—The London pre»* observes that the 


Kaiter in his proclamation to the German people, issued in a 
special edition of the Berlin Gazette, has made a threatening 
gesture toward the United States in the statement that there 
was "a latent hostility to the east and to the west and beyond 
the sea." 


This statement, which evidently includes the United States, 


was probably prompted by the generally friendly attitude of 
he American press toward Great Britain.

One of them just stopped me on 
Fleet street, mistaking me for a German. 
He apologized on 


discovering his mistake, and then he declared, "The Kaiser is 
ruining the German empire, and if reverses continue he may 
be off his throne in three days."
